The wheelie will 
be done to benefit the Ray of Hope 
charity in Tustin, CA, and prior to 
B-to-V, both Domokos and speedway 
champ Bruce Penhall will appear at 
their Wheelathon special event on 
Nov. 20. 


Ourapologies to Honda tuner Steve 
Carter (not Clark) for getting his 
name wrong in coverage of The 
Superbikers race, where he turned 
the wrenches on Danny Chandler's 
winning mount. 


Welearned that ABC will telecast the 
1982 Carlsbad USGP on Saturday, 
Nov. 27.Showing of The Superbikers 
is scheduled for some time in January. 


In a move that caught the recipient 
himself by surprise, the AMA an- 
nounced that motocrosser-turned- 
dirt-tracker/road racer Steve Wise 
was the winner of the AMA Pro 
Athlete of the Year award. In mak- 
ing the announcement at the AMA 
awards banquet, AMA Executive 
Director Ed Youngblood said, ‘’This 
year there were more deserving 
candidates for the award than | 
could possibly list here. However, 
the recipient, in his first year of 
such competition, was the Win- 
ston Pro Series Rookie of the Year, 
finished second in the Formula 
One Series, fifth in the Superbike 
series and 11th in the Winston Pro 
Series.” Wise, who thought. the 
award he was to receive was the 
WPS Rookie honor, was asked 
what the most memorable moment 
of the season was. Wise replied, 
“Going 165 mph downa straight- 
away at Daytona — and then run- 
ning off onto the grass!” 


Humor was a highlight of theawards 
banquet. Darrell Shultz, while men- 
tioning the people he wanted to thank 
for helping win the 500cc National 
MX crown, mentioned Mr. Kezuka, 
head of Honda's racing department. 
“I know Mr. Kezuka is really appre- 
ciative of me winning the title, so I 
want to thank him in advance for the 
new 750 Interceptor." World Speed- 
way Champion Bruce Penhall noted, 
“T really want to thank the man who 
made it all possible: Kenny Carter. 
I'm sorry he couldn't be here with us 
tonight." . 








Two days before the banquet, and 
in.a hotel two blocks away, the 
AMA Board of Trustees held a 
regularly scheduled meeting and 
then met with a group of AMA 
promoters. The promoters had met 
among themselves the day before, 
and following a sometimes stormy 
open session, five promoters re- 
presentatives met with the AMA 
Board in closed session. The pro- 
moters reportedly asked for a lia- 
son committee with the AMA, a 
racing format in which 125, 250 
and 500cc classes would all race 
30-minute motos on the same day, 
suspension of the claiming rule 
and the full 26-race season. Accord- 
ing to John Hasty, the Board's 
treasurer, this was the position of 
most of the representatives, al- 
though Stadium Motorsports pro- 
moter Mike Goodwin wanted an 
autonomous, rather than advisory, 
board. “ʻI have no problems with a 
liason committee,” said Hasty, 
“we agreed that there would be a 
committee, at least for the mean- 
time advisory, for liason purposes. 
We told the promoters that there 
would be a meeting scheduled for 
December so we can begin to 
make a decision on how to struc- 
ture it.” 


Hasty also said that negotiations with 
manufacturers are continuing, on two 
levels. The first level involves the 
1983 racing season, thé other is over 
the settlement of the AMA lawsuit 
against Honda, Suzuki and Yamaha. 
The negotiations are being carried 
on among the principals, and al- 
though no details can be discussed, 
Hasty seemed optimistic about a break- 
through on one of the levels. We'll 
have more details on the issue next 
week. 


1983 may well see R.J. Reynolds 
involvement in professional moto- 
cross. RJR is better known in these 
shores for the Winston Pro and 
(now) Camel Pro Series, although 
they've backed European MX for 
several years. A proposal now be- 
ing looked into would make select- 
ed MX nationals next year ''Camel 
World Qualifiers,” or another 
name. Top scorers from those 
events would be picked for the 
U.S. Trophee and Motocross des 
Nations squad, with Camel paying 
the team's way to Europe.

(As an FIM warm-up, 
this race ran two 45-minute motos 
instead of the three motos run in 
other Trans-AMA events.)Roger De- 
Coster (Suz) finished 3-2 for second 
overall. Mikkola was third with a 1-4, 
and Lackey was top Yank with a 6-7. 
Bob Grossi (Hus) took the Support 
class in front of Greg Robertson (CZ). 


The Mexicali-to-La Paz Baja 1000 
saw a new motorcycle record set as 
Rolf Tibblin and Gunnar Nilsson 
recorded a time of 19 hours and 15 
minutes while taking the motorcycle 
win on their 450 Husqvarna. Tibblin 
rode the first half of the 912-mile race, 
and Nilsson diced with eventual over- 
all winner Parnelli Jones and his 
monster Ford Bronco in the second 
half. Second motorcycle went to the 
400 Suzuki of Ron Bishop and Don 
Bohanon. Third bike in was another 
big Husky; this one was ridden by 
Mickey Quade and Bruce Dunford. 
Steve Hurd and Eric Jensen pushed 
their DKW to finish fourth overall, 
first 125cc.

Class C guys like John Hateley and 
Dave Aldana took on Class A racers 
like Mike Bast and Danny Becker ina 
speedway race on the half mile oval 
of Ascot Park. In the Scratch main, it 
was Bast winning, but Aldana fin- 
ished second over Bill Cody and 
Becker. 


Ron Self (Mai) won the 250cc Expert 
class of a Sunnyvale, CA, motocross 
over Parry Klassen (CZ). Self went on 
to finish first in the 500cc Experts 
ahead of Henry Halbach (CZ). 


Rick Hocking and Cory Pax teamed 
on a Honda four-stroke to win 250cc 
honors in a marathon at Champion 
Raceway in San Francisco, CA. The 
Open class fell to Mike McQueen and 
Darrel Courtwright on a Husky.

AMA/ Wrangler Supercross Series: Final round 





Glover the ‘goodbye guy' in 
Supercross Finals

SAN DIEGO, CA, NOV. 6 


“I rode like hell," was the way Yamaha's 
Broc Glover described how he disappeared 
from the field at the start of the Miller High 
Life Supercross Finals, en route toa runaway 


win. Teammate and fellow El 
Cajon resident Ricky Johnson 
came from sixth off the start to 
a solid second, with Honda's 
Johnny O'Mara, David Bailey and 
Jim Gibson filling slots three through 
five. 

“I rode really hard at the begin- 
ning of the race,” said Glover after it 
was over, "and then I just got to ride 
around in the next half. That was 
kind of nice. I was getting nervous, 
though. I haven't won a Supercross 
since last year." The bikes that Glover 
and Johnson rode were 1983 YZ250K 
production models, with Glover's 
scheduled to be raffled off after the 
event. 


A crowd of 41,688 were on hand to 
view the event, with promoter Mike 
Goodwin claiming beforehand that 
he had to spend an extra $28,000 to 
combat rumors that the factory teams 
would not participate. They were 


there, with Kent Howerton making 
his Kawasaki debut. The “Rhinestone 
(or Jadestone) Cowboy” qualified for 
the final and finished 10th. 

While Johnson had few problems 
in finishing second, O'Mara was bat- 
tling pain from an earlier foot injury. 
“When I was in Japan three weeks 
ago, I broke a bone on the top of my 
foot and I haven't ridden since then. 
The jumps here are so tall that it hurt 
every time I landed. I don't think I 
rebroke it, but it probably isn't healed 
all the way yet." 

The winner of the previous Super- 
cross round in Los Angeles, Yama- 
ha's Mike Bell, jammed his knee in 
practice and was unable to compete. 


Qualifiers 

Glover showed his evening's inten- 
tions in the first qualifier as he jetted 
his Jon Rosenstiel-tuned mount to 
the first turn ahead of Honda's Kenny 
Keylon and privateer Yamaha pilot 
Jimmy Holley. Kawasaki's Jeff Ward 


was quickly up to third and dicing 
with Keylon. 

Glover waited a lap or so, then 
kicked in the afterburners to open up 
a big margin. Keylon and Ward went 
at it for two laps, almost colliding a 
couple of times before Ward got by 
just before the uphill leading to the 
“Wrangler Corral," a section of the 
track up through the stands of Jack 
Murphy Stadium. Behind them, Suz- 
uki support rider Clint Hardick had 
overtaken Holley for fourth and the 
final direct transfer to the National. 
So the heat ended with Glover amass- 
ing a solid lead over Ward, who held 
a comfortable second. Keylon, Har- 
dick and Holley closed it up in the 
final three laps, but the order held 
and Holley found himself headed for 
the first semi. 

The factory Suzuki of Mark Bar- 
nett hit turn one first in the second 
heat. One turn later, however, it was 
the factory Honda of David Bailey in 
the lead, and Yamaha privateer Pete 
Snorteland in third. Kent Howerton 
and Marty Smith, who was riding a 
new 198cc Cagiva, were running 6-7 
in the early going. 

Bailey started building his advan- 
tage as soon as he took it, and was not 
significantly threatened in the re- 
maining nine laps. Ditto for Barnett 
in second. The real battle was for 
third. Snorteland held it initially, but 
then was passed on the same lap by 
Suzuki-mounted Andy Jefferson and 


Howerton. Jefferson, one of the rela- 
tively few black professional moto- 
crossers, held off Howerton for two 
tough laps. The Texan finally got by, 
but Jefferson stayed with him. They 
were soon joined by Scott Burnworth, 
who had gotten hung up in first lap 
traffic. The three bunched up in the 
final laps, and Burnworth soared 
into fourth as the white flag came out 
over the finish line jump. But Jeffer- 
son was not to be denied, and passed 
right back to hold fourth at the 
checkered flag. Burnworth, in one of 
his last rides on a Yamaha before 
going to Suzuki next year, would 
have to try again. 

The third heat featured the tough- 
est line-up of the evening. Continu- 
ing to ride his hot streak, Honda's 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler nailed the 
lead off the start with Honda’s Steve 
Martin, Suzuki’s Warren Reid and 
Yamaha’s Ricky Johnson jammedin 
behind him. Reid made a brief move 
into second, but for the first three 
laps the order was Chandler, Martin, 
Reid and Johnson. 

On the fourth lap, Johnson flew 
past Reid on the start straight. A lap 
later he went by Martin and Chandler 
within two turns of each other to take 
the lead. While Johnson was on the 
move, Johnny O’Mara was recover- 
ing from a slow start. By lap six he 
was involved in a fight over second 
that was being waged by Chandler, 
Martin, Suzuki's Alan King, and Reid. 











O’Mara took over second for good 
two laps from the end. Chandler held 
on to third, with Reid fourth over 
Martin and Honda’s Chuck Sun. King 
lost valuable time when he had to 
stop and adjust his shift lever. In a 
crowd-pleasing display, the top three 
riders tried to outdo each other in 
clickers over the finish line jump 
while taking the checkered flag. 

The fourth heat was a wire to wire 
Jim Gibson show. In his last ride for 
Honda, Gibson took the lead out of 
the gate, trailed by Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker. Other riders ran into trouble, 
with Kawasaki’s Tom Benolkin held 
up in the gate and Phil Larson and 
Jimmy Weinert among the victims of 
a first turn pile-up. 

Breker stayed with Gibson for three 
laps, but then Gibson ran uncon- 
tested to the flag, as did Breker. 
“Yamaha support rider Scott Man- 
ning ran third in the first half of the 
race before losing the position to 
Texas Honda rider Dan Conway. 
Conway held his position to the end, 
but behind him Larson, Jimmy Ellis 
and Benolkin were all recovering 
from the first lap headaches and were 
closing . With four laps remaining, 
Larson grabbed the last transfer and 
seemed to have it in the bag. But on 
the last lap, Ellis made his move and 
took fourth. 


Semis 

Burnworth didn‘t waste his second 
chance and led the first semi start to 
finish, pulling out a big lead over 
Jim Holley. Holley only needed to 
finish second and that’s what he did. 
Third was a battle between Snorte- 
land, Eric McKenna (before he crash- 
ed), David Gerig and Clark Jones. 
Jones finished in the position, but 
only the first two were given tickets to 
the final. 

The second semi was a similar 
story, with Chuck Sun out front all 
the way. Alan King was in second all

the way, after Steve Martin crashed 
on the second lap. (Martin appeared 
shaken, but walked away.) Denny 
Bentley (Suz) wound up third with 
Juan Benavidez fourth. Up front, 
King pressured Sun in the last two 
laps, but the positions didn’t change. 


Consolation 

A Mini Expert exhibition race dur- 
ing intermission saw Yamaha-moun- 
ted Bobby Moore take the win witha 
last lap pass over Mike Healey (Hon). 
The consolation was to have run 
next, but a malfunctioning gate led 
to a red flag and repair work on the 
gate. 

To fill the time, a three-lap exhibi- 
tion race between Brad Lackey, Steve 
Wise, Doug Domokos, Preston Petty 
and Goodwin was run. Wise and 
Lackey were both given a three-quart- 
ers lap handicap while the others 
started. Domokos and Petty gave 
acknowlegement of who was run- 
ning the show, taking each other out 
on the uphill and handing the lead to 
Goodwin. Wise caught up to Good- 
win on the last lap. Instead of send- 
ing Goodwin packing the way the 
promoter arrived (via ambulance), 
Wise toyed with him and it finished 
up a virtual dead heat. 

When the consy restarted, Suzuki 
support rider Gary Denton repeated 
his earlier holeshot and led for two 
laps. A mistake on the third dropped 
him three positions and handed the 
lead to Suzuki's Denny Bentley, who 
then took it on in. Honda's Ron 
Turner was second with Juan Bena- 
videz (Yam) third. 

Final 

Glover's last Supercross win was 
here a year ago, and he made it clear 
he enjoys performing for a home- 
town crowd. Glover took the lead off 
the gate, with a Honda platoon of 
Chandler, O'Mara, Keylon and Ellis 
packed in next. Ricky Johnson got a 
good start, but, “I was fifth, but then

a few. riders drifted into me on the 
inside and got ahead," said Johnson. 


By the end of a lap, Glover had 
already broken away from the pack 
consisting of O' Mara, Chandler, Key- 
lon, Jeff Ward, Mark Barnett, David 
Bailey, Ellis, Johnson and Scott Burn- 
worth. 

On the next lap Glover had a four- 
second margin over O'Mara. Bailey 
and Johnson then got busy, with Bai- 
ley passing Barnett, Ward and Key- 
lon to occupy fourth and Johnson 
passing Barnett. 


At the one-quarter mark Glover 
had already built his lead up to over 
10 seconds. Bailey was third, behind 
O'Mara and ahead of Chandler, John- 
son, Keylon, Ward, Barnett and Burn- 
worth. 


The next five laps featured an 
intense duel between O'Mara and 
Bailey for second, with Johnson ad- 
vancing to fourth. Bailey knocked on 
JO'Mara's door several times, but 
couldn't seem to find the key to get- 
ting by. 

At the halfway point, Johnson 
moved within striking distance of the 
two Hondas. Then the “Too Hipp" 
kid struck on the 11th lap, passing 
Bailey in a sand whoop section and 
taking O’Mara up in the Wrangler 
Corral. 

Fifth was occupied by Ward, with 
Barnett, Jim Gibson and Chandler 
trailing. Keylon had dropped back 
with mechanical ills. 

At the three-quarters mark, Glover 
still had his 12-second lead and opted 
to ride conservatively the final five 
go-'rounds. ''I rode pretty conserva- 
tive. I knew I had 10 seconds and it 
would be awfully difficult to make 
up two seconds a lap." 

Johnson did close quite a bit of the 
gap, but there was no chance of over- 
taking Glover in the time remaining. 
O'Mara and Bailey were still behind 
him, keeping a steady distance. Bar- 


nett advanced to as high as fifth on 
lap 15, but then fell and lost four 
positions. Gibson then took over the 
number five slot to finish in front of 
Ward. Warren Reid worked up to 
seventh, followed by Chandler, Bar- 
nett and Howerton. Burnworth and, 
Breker were next, with Hardick the 
first non-factory entrant at 13th. 

While Glover was obviously pleased 
with the win, Johnson's runner-up 
placing was his best Supercross fin- 
ish to date. “I had the toughest quali- 
fier, and when I won that I was really 
excited. Once I got a rider between 
me and Barnett, I felt more comfort- 
able, the lines started flowing and I 
got around Bailey and O'Mara.” 

"It went all right," said O'Mara, 
resting his foot. "I got a good start 
and just stayed there — Johnson was 
the only one who passed me. It could 
have been a different story if my foot 
didn't hurt so bad." 

“The start went as bad as it could 
possibly go,” said Bailey. “I knew 
there was no chance of winning unless 
I got into the top four in the first few 
laps, so I went like a bat out of hell 
and was hanging onto the bike like a 
flag. I got up behind O'Mara and 
couldn't seem to get around him even 
though I tried everything. Once John- 
son got by, everything went down- 
hil." .

ENSENADA-LA PAZ, B.C., MEX., NOV. 3-4 

Moments after the sun peeked into the Baja 
California town of Ensenada, Nevada iron- 
man Jack Johnson became the third rider to 
leave the start line of the SCORE -sanctioned, 


Pernod-sponsored Baja 1000. 
Three-time 1000 winner John- 
son and 1975 winner Al Baker 
swapped their pre-production 
1983 Honda XR500 twice, and 17 
hours, 25 minutes and 27-some-odd 
seconds later Baker crossed the finish 
line in the Mexican resort and sport 
fishing town of La Paz. Baker claimed 


weariness, but appeared fresh as he | 


rode past the impound area and up 
the stairs parking his Honda in the 
lobby of Ensenada’s Gran Baja hotel, 
passing in the process the SCORE 
officials scurrying to the finish line 
to assist the skeleton crew sent when 
word came by radio that Baker would 
arrive nearly an hour before the fin- 
ish was due to open. Baker/ Johnson 
were also the overall winners; besting 
first four-wheeler. the Mickey Thompson- 


Terry Smith Class 1 VW buggy, by 
approximately two hours and 20 min- 
utes. This marked the first time that 
SCORE originator and chairman of 
the board Thompson has won his 
own race, or for that matter, finished. 

Last year's 1000 winners finished 
in the runner-up spot as they did in 
79, the last time the legendary En- 
senada to La Paz point to point 
course was used. Scot Harden and 
Brent Wallingsford shared an '83 
Husqvarna 500XC that was the only 
vehicle to be within striking distance 
of the leaders. They stayed within 10- 
15 minutes of the leaders until a bum 
ignition put them down 46 minutes 
of real time and 30 seconds more than 
that in race time by check six. Har- 
den/Wallingsford were a total of 50 
minutes behind in real time by the 
finish. 

As in 1979, the third vehicle and 
third bike was a 250cc Class 21. The 
flying Pfeiffer brothers, Kent and 
Scott, crossed the line in 19 hours, 
four minutes and change. Since they 
were the first starters in their class, 
there was no doubt of their instant 
first in Class 21 status. 

Rick Shirey/Mike Goodwin were 
the first Class 30 racers across the 
line. Their 490 Yamaha was sixth 
across the line behind Thompson 
and the third Class 22 (Open motor- 
cycle) team of Denby Dailey/Ted 
Van den Raadt. 

Casey Folks gave all the credit of 





the Class 38 (motorcycles with riders 
over 38) win to finish rider Max 
Switzer. A sheared flywheel key put 
the team down an hour at the start, 
and they still had an hour or so deficit 
when the rider change came. Switzer 
rode the remainder of the race after 
missing Folks at the next designated 
change. Switzer took the lead and 
won by an hour. 

The well organized Honda team 
picked up another class win in the 
125cc Class 20. The Honda was in the 
hands of Bill and Peter Postel with 
Kevin Hopkins. 

Honda also won the three-wheeler 
class with all three 1983 ATC250R 
entries finishing and only Honda's 
entered. Dean Sundahl and Curtis 
Sparks shared the winning machine. 

The Matt Landfield/Trace Willis 
Yamaha was the first bike to leave the 
start area at 5:59.30 and head toward 
check one at El Rayo, running a short 
way on pavement twice during the 
southeasterly course. Unfortunately 
their XT 550 Yamaha did not make 
the third check. 

Jack Johnson blitzed through the 
check in the physical lead and actual 
lead 46 minutes later. Brent Wallings- 
ford and the Landsfield/Willis Yama- 
ha hit the check together physically 
in second place, but in actual elapsed 
time, the 250 Yamaha of the Pfeiffer 
brothers was in second place. Third 
on time was a tie between Class 22 
teams Dan Ashcraft/Tom Kelly 
aboard a Husky and eventual third 
overall finishers Van den Raadt Dai- 
ley. A Class 30 team was also tied for 
third, the team of George Earl and 
Richard Jackson, which is not really 
surprising since the leading team of 
Johnson/Baker qualify for Class 30. 
The Ron Bishop/ John Watkins Yam- 
aha hit the check in the lead .physi- 
cally and in time for Class 38, taking 
five minutes longer than Johnson. 

Donnie Morrison was first Class 20 
on the Morrison/Kurt Pfeiffer YZ125. 

In the El Rayo area, Team Honda 
motocross manager Dave Arnold, 
teamed with National Champ Dar- 
rell Shultz’s mechanic Chris Haines 
in Class 22, crashed his, what else, 
Honda CR480R between 80 and 90 
miles per hour while running fairly 
well. He said of the first leg,“ We had 
a lot of problems, I seized it on the 
highway and had to ride to San 
Felipe. I rejetted there." Arnold broke 
a bone in his hand and bruised him- 
self up, but rode another 250-300 


miles. ; 
Apparently only one team, a Mexi- 


can 125cc entry, failed to make the 
first check. The rest of the teams 
headed nearly dead south towards the 
second check at Mike's Sky Rancho. 
The course threaded through several 
little villages, crossed Mexico High- 
way 3 at Valle de Trinidad then on to 
Mike's. 

The French team of Thierry Char- 
bonnier/Daniel Chabanette blistered 
to the second check with the fastest 
time from check to check by 20 min- 
utes over Johnson, but they were not 
in contention for the lead. The burst 
of speed did not carry to the next 
check. Johnson was still well in the 
lead, coming in at 8:14 a.m. Wal- 
lingsford and Kelly were tied in second 
on the same minute — four behind 
the Honda — but were two minutes 
apart in real time. Dailey had dropped 
10 minutes off the pace in real time. 

Jackson was about four minutes off 
the best Class 22 pace, but was still 
clenching the Class 30 lead three 
minutes ahead of Bell/Drean who 
were in at 8:44 a.m. Eventual class 
winners and runners-up were 10 and 
15 minutes off this early pace. 

The Bishop/Watkins versus David- 
son/Grant Yamaha/Husky battle was 
still leading separated by three min- 
utes. Class winner was still 40 min- 
utes off the leader's pace. 











In time, the Pfeiffer brothers were 


still second overall with only the Jeff 
Kaplan/Bruce Ogilvie Honda close 
behind their Yamaha. The French 
female team of Paris to Dakar class 
winners Christine Martin/Veronique 
Anquetil were running an hour off 
the pace, but would eventually finish 
third in class and were an hour and a 
half ahead of eventual second place 
finishers Dale Vranckx/Blair Sharp- 
less, a Kawasaki entry from Canada. 

Class 20 was still a paint-trader 
between Hopkins and Morrison. A 
Mexican Honda entry was within 
seven minutes of the two leaders. 

After the second check was the 
venue of the first amazing Baja sto- 
ries to filter back. Kinney Jones went 
over the bars on the Diablo dry lake. 
He woke up, figured that he had lost 
about 10 minutes, picked up the bike 
and rode the roughest part of the 
course, the Three Sisters. The Three 
Sisters area is a giant rock pile that 
SCORE president Sal Fish said in 
riders' meeting was the worst it had 
been in 13 years. Jones apologized for 
being late then drove home to River- 
side. He could not get out of bed the 
next morning and went to the hospi- 
tal to learn of two broken vertabra 
through X-rays. He commented from 
his hospital bed that it was worth it. 

Fast riders were into check-three at 
San Felipe nearly an hour after leav- 
ing check two. Johnson was there in 
59 minutes. Kelly an hour and Harden 
four minutes more than that. The 
injured Arnold was in in an hour 
also. 

The Steve Bell/Gary Drean Honda 
set fast class pace to the third check, 
clocking a one hour and four minute 
arrival. Previous leader Jackson lost 
four to five hours machining a 430 
Husky piston to fit a 500 Husky 
before taking the bike to his partner 
and was way down at this check. 

Class 38 was tightening instead of 
spreading as every entry still running 
(six) was within 45 minutes of the 
others with four teams within five 
minutes. In elapsed time, the Bishop 
Watkins team was leading. 

Class 21 was still a Pfeiffer/Ya- 
maha versus Kaplan/Ogilvie/Honda 
affair with the Honda actually ahead 
a shade on time. The three 125cc 
teams that were close at check two 
were closer with all three within 
eight minutes of the the others. 

From San Felipe and check three 
the course wound down the eastern 
coast before heading inland toward 
El Crucero where check four was to 
be found. 

'The ranks were beginning to thin 
by check four at where the course 
took off across the peninsula to join 
the highway for a long stretch of 
pavement after El Arco, where the 
fifth check was placed. El Arco was 
also the halfway point and where 
most two-man teams would change 
riders. Before check six the battles 
would widen in Class 22. Scot Harden 
had the ignition in his Husky go out, 
but knew it was a weak area and had a 
spare in his fanny pack. He lost 
around 40 minutes to the speedy 
Honda team. The Australian team of 
Philip Lovett/Peter/Geoff Curtis 
seized their KTM and found a man 
willing to loan a top end from his 
KTM — quite likely the only other 
KTM 495 in Baja California. Dan 
Ashcraft was really having problems. 
At the finish he explained his delay, 
“My partner got a flat in the Three 
Sisters and lost about 25 or 30 min- 
utes changing it on the course. Then 
I got on the bike; I rode about 10 
miles and I got a flat. I didn't have a 
tube so I rode for 35 or 40 miles on a 
flat. Every pit we worked on the bike 
for about 10 minutes. Finally, my 
pipe cracked and melted a hole in my 
gas tank and all the gas leaked out. 
After trying to fix the tank for two 


hours I bummed a tank from a guy, 
butit wasa three gallon tank so I had 
to carry gas." Ashcraft/Kelly still 
managed fourth overall. Lee Scheffers 
had crashed the Scheffers/Stearns 480 
Honda and then the bike had igni- 
tion trouble. The check four to check 
five section was difficult, taking the 
fastest riders nearly three hours. Three 
teams were checked in during the 
15th hour, race time, in Class 22, plus 
the Class 21 Pfeiffer brothers. They 
were only 10 minutes out of second 
overall. Honda mechanic Chris 
Haines set fast time between the two 
checks, clocking in three minutes fas- 
ter than the leading Honda. Haines 
was riding the last 650 miles alone 
due to teammate Arnold's hand — 
which contained a broken bone after 
his crash and swelled to the point of 
uselessness. 

In Class 30 things were getting hot 
between the two teams in contention 
for the lead. Mike Goodwin had 
taken command of the Shirey/Good- 
win Yamaha and was closing on the 
Steve Bell and the Bell/Drean Hon- 
da. The action was cut short as Good- 
win met Bell going the wrong way in 
the fish camps below San Ignacio. 
Goodwin hada strategy he recalled at 
the finish,“A lot of people were lost 
on the tidelands, but I knew where I 
was going. I cleaned house through 
there. I met Bell and he and I rode 
side by side for seven miles till I got 
him to the Honda pits. I took off and 
noticed six or seven guys following 
me so I took a zig zag through all that 
stuff. I think I got a lot of people lost,

but so was my competition!" Bell 
was not competition for long as his 
lights went out and he crashed heav- 
ily, damaging some ribs, a shoulder 
and a Honda. That put his team out. 


Racing in Class 38 had been tight 
at check three, but by check six it was 
anew story. The Folks/Switzer Husky 
was an hour down and the Bishop/ 
Watkins Yamaha and the Davidson 


Grant Husky were close. The Yamaha 
would soon drop from the race. Be- 
tween check six and check seven, 
Switzer made up the deficit, then 
made up the winning time in the last 
section before the finish. For Class 38 
the racing was essentially over. 

The tight battle for the supremacy 
of Class 21 was over by six after the 
challenging Honda dropped from

contention with mechanicals then 
lost the transmission 100 miles from 
the finish. The Pfeiffers stretched 
their winning margin to four hours 


in the final checks, but lost the 
chance they had at second overall 
when Scott began experiencing light 
difficulties. Scott finally lost his 
lights about 10 miles from the finish. 

Class 20 was also a shui case. Peter 
Postel had watched Kurt Pfeiffer 
banzai down the wrong trail at a fork 
in the road. The Yamaha also had 
light trouble which dropped them an 
eventual hour and a half off of the 
winning time at the finish. Only two 
of the tiddlers made the distance, so 


that class was settled also. 

The last few section of the race 
were described by riders as fast and 
smooth. Lighting troubles were the 
main difficulties that caused loss of 
time. By check seven, Baker was 
aboard the thumper and 45 minutes 
in the lead. Scot Harden was fighting 
the problems that plagued him and 
was not letting the Husky fall back 
quickly, but Ashcraft was plagued by 
so many things that the Denby/Van 
de Raadt Honda was creeping closer 
and would take third. 

Among the riders that did have 


trouble with this section was Haines. 
He seized the Honda’s engine and 
had to push the bike to the next 
Honda pit. Dave Arnold came along 
with a new top end and the trans- 
plant was performed. Arnold and 
company headed for the finish, while 
Haines tried in vain to escape the pit. 
He seized the motor twice more and 
returned 30 miles each time to install 
yet another new top end on the bike. 
He also lost fifth gear. Then while 
about two hours from the finish, “I 
almost had a head-on with a Baja 
Bug, said Haines at the finish line, 
"When he saw me he swerved, when 
he swerved he got sideways and 
clipped a tree when he was about 20 
yards away and rolled. When the Bug 
rolled past I lifted my leg to miss it. 
My heart was going! I read about 
things like that, but..." . 


Winner Baker did not come through 
unscathed either. “I did hit a small 
cow," he admitted, “when I came up 
to it I had the choice of throwing the 
bike down or breaking the lights out 
on the cow. I slid the bike down and 
threw my body out like a body block 
and hit the cow. I rolled around on 
the ground and when I came up, 
everything was quiet and dark. I 
jumped on the bike, but saw a guy 
with a signal light down the road. T 
stopped and asked him which way to 
La Paz, and got going again." He 
gave much of the credit for the win to 
Bob Balentine, who worked a pit for 
Baker, and co-rider Johnson. John- 
son said that when a ride went as 
smooth as theirs, it was hard to beat. 
'The competition would surely agree 
to that. The win put Johnson in the 
books as one of two riders to ever win 
the Baja 1000 four times. He joins 
Larry Roeseler in that niche, which is 
fitting as Johnson won three of those 
races co-riding with Roeseler.

At 5’4” tall and 130 pounds, John Martin 
hardly looks big sitting on his Can-Am 
250cc Qualifier, but Martin is Can-Am's 
number one National enduro rider and has 


been for four years. Martin, 
who’s home is in Deluth, Min- 
nesota, spends most of his time 
traveling between events and 


home. Martin doesn’t mind though. 

When asked about his hobbies, he 

paused, thought a minute, shook his 

head and smiled, “All I like to do is 

ride motorcycles. I did buy a Jet Ski 
i last year, though.”

John first became interested in 
motorcycles in 1965. While ona family 
camping trip, John’s father, Richard, 
became bored with watching the un- 
changing scenery and became inter- 
ested in a minibike rider that was 
playing nearby. This new interest led 
to the purchase of the family’s first 
motorcycle and eventually led to the 
purchase of bikes for John and each

John’s first enduro was in Potassi, 
Missouri, and it was a family outing. 
John remembers, “Burleson won that 
event with 10 points; I dropped 180. 
My brother and father beat me. I was 
riding one of the first IT400s and I 
weighed 115 pounds.” 

After earning a silver medal at the 
International Six Days Enduro in 
1980, and a ISDE gold medal in 1981, 
Martin has felt some success, but has 
yet to capture the golden prize: the 
United States National Enduro 
Championship. At the end of 1980, 
John was sure he had the runner-up 
spot in the bag, buta freak accident (a 
broken front axle) at the last National 
dropped him to third overall that 
year. Last year, Martin crushed a ver- 
tabrae and missed four months of 
competition. His medical leave cost 
him his bid for the National Cham- 
pionship, but he proved himself to 
still be in the hunt by coming back to 
win the aforementioned gold medal 
and finish llth in the National 
standings. 

John really enjoys his position as 
Can-Am’s top factory rider and feels 
lucky that he can earn his living 
doing just what he likes to do most—

ride motorcycles. In addition to get- 
ting paid what he says is a pretty 
reasonable salary, Can-Am also pays 
his racing expenses and even paid for 
the custom painting and motor re- 
building of John’s own van. There is 
more to a factory sponsorship, 
though, as John explains: 

“What I do, number one, is I pre- 
pare my motorcycle for racing. I do 
Can-Am’s service work, answer tele- 
phone calls from dealers or custo- 
mers, do some letter answering (I get 
it typed by secrataries), participate in 
trade shows and get all that organized 
and I do some development work. 
"They'll send down parts from the fac- 
tory..and I'll have to write up a 
summary of what I think about it.” 


When we talked to John back in 
July, his season was off to a good 
start, but he was not yet acheiving the 
results he wanted. With the excep- 
tion of the Fool's Gold National in 
California and a DNF in Ohio, John 
had been consistantly placing in the 
top ten; his highest finish was second 
overall at the Burr Oak National in 
Indiana. As three or four local hot- 
shots usually break the top 10, Mar- 
tin was not doing poorly, but wasn't 
running away with the champion- 
ship either. Said Martin, “I don't 
know why, but I always seem to start 
the season slowly. Things should 
pick up for me after the summer.” 

Whenasked what he would do dur- 
ing the summer break in National 
competition, John said, ‘“‘Go out rid- 
ing. I ride local enduros to keep in 
shape." And in shape he must he 
must stay, John took the overall in 
every Minnesota event he rode last 
year. “I had to,” said Martin, “there 
are no AA riders to compete against 
at these enduros, so the only trophy I 
am eligible for is the overall. It is one 
of those wierd side-affects of being a 
professional in an amateur sport.” 

When asked to explain this last 
statement, John was full of enthusi-

asm, but not quite sure where to start. 
Over the years, the factory competi- 
tion has created professional enduro 
riders, but enduro competition will 
never be a spectator sport and, there- 
fore, will never attract the big dollar 
professional promoters. This is often 
frustrating for the professional riders 
because they suffer when local clubs 
host anything less than the ideal 
event. John is quick to point out, 
though, that this is the way the sport 
will stay: '"The enduros are put on by 
local fun-type people...they’re not 
getting paid for it, they’re (often) los- 
ing money at it." 

However, for all its peculiarities, 
Martin remains dedicated to the sport 
of enduro. He speaks about the sport 
as one who knows: “Enduros are def- 
initely dangerous. It takes a certain 
kind of guy to figure out what is 
around the next corner. The winner 
is the guy who goes fastest most of the 
time, not just part of the time.” 

When asked who his most respected 
rivals were, Martin immediately an- 
swered: “The senior riders, age 45-50. 
They have sorted their skill levels and 
they ride for the sport only. They are 
just neat people. As far as the AA 
riders go, I wouldn’t want to single 
any out. They are all in the running 
or they wouldn't be AA riders." 

In July, with the season half over, 
Martin was wisely thinking about 
the second half. He was running six 
miles every morning, riding every 
day and lifting weights every night; 
with a track record like his, he could 
feel optimistic about the rest of the 
year. “I feel I'm on top ofa big falling 
stick now, but enduro is a funny 
sport. I feel faster when I make mis- 
takes and I remember one time at the 
Black Coal National in Indiana. I 
had a horrible day. I got back to the 
van, loaded everything up and left 
right away. Later, I found outI (won) 
the overall.” 

John was right. Enduro is a funny 
sport and things did pick up for him 
during the second half of the season. 
In August, Martin took eighth over- 
all at the Speedsville National enduro 
in New York. Next, Martin went to 
Moorestown, Michigan, and placed 
second overall at the Jackpine Na- 
tional, repeating that performance 
two weeks later at the Rattlesnake 100 
National in Iowa. Unfortunately for 
John, Husqvarna’s Terry Cunning- 
ham had sewn up the National 
Championship, but that didn't stop 
Martin from finishing the season in 
style. He went on to win the Black 
Coal National in Indiana, repeating 
that overall finish at the Spring Creek 
National hare scrambles the follow- 
ing week! 

Actually, there was still one more 
enduro to be run in Cadiz, Kentucky, 
but John's season was through. We 
caught up with John as he was on his 
way to Canada and he explained that 
he was on the road visiting dealers 
and promoting Can-Am sales. As 
John was fifth in the National stand-

Just one point shy of perfect

Man does not live by dirt alone. I like all 
kinds of motorcycle riding, and the best I’ve 
found that can be done without changing 
clothes is all-day road riding. Last March we 





rode a new 1100cc water-cooled 
shafty to Daytonaand wondered 
if any motorcycle could beat 
the fun of that one. Well, I think 


I found the answer. 

The Harley-Davidson Tour Glide 
that the factory loaned us was a 1983 
model, first off the assembly line. 
Often new, run-of-the-mill produc- 
tion motorcycles have problems, but 
this one did not. The finish was flaw- 
less, show-quality candy apple red 
($105 extra). All of the details that we 
disliked on the 1980 T-model are cor- 
rected. The 1,340cc V-twin is more 
powerful and sounds like it, now that 
the national noise standards are 
settled. 

Only one problem remains to be 
cured by the owner. He has to replace 
the ham-can air cleaner with a more 
compact unit. Dealers are still for- 
bidden to alter any of that stuff for a 
customer. 

The 1983 top-of-the-line “King of 
the Highway” is lower this year and 
the suspension is stiffer. This got rid 
of the yacht in drydock look of earlier 
Tees and greatly improves the han- 
dling. We rode the machine to Road 
America raceway in Elkhart, Wis- 
consin, and had a fun time flinging it 
through the broad turns for several 


laps. I could ride it around the whole 
course at 55 mph or faster, except for 
one hairpin, without scaring myself. 
That’s what I want for road-riding: a 
motorcycle that can thrill without 
chilling. I want to keep riding for a 
long, long time. 

This test bike was fitted with the 
last of the Goodyears, but later pro- 
duction will wear Dunlop tires. A 
machine as sporting as the '83 T 
doesn't need white sidewalls, anyway. 

After riding the rest of the new 
Harley models around the course a 
time or two, I decided to stick with 
the Tour Glide. Although the motor 
had under 100 miles on it, I wanted to 
see how fast it is. When we reached 
the shutoff markers at the end of the 
Elkhart straight, the speedometer 
needle was off the dial and the tach 
was touching 5,000 rpm. About 100 
mph. Not fast enough to win the Super- 
bike races, but plenty of speed for any 
emergency. 

Safety is a big concern for us road 
riders. I think the new Tour Glide is 
the safest motorcycle I ever sat on. 
The Harley management all ride their 
motorcycles frequently, often with 
their wives or children on behind. 
'They wouldn't want a wobble any 
more than you would. That is why 
the brakes, the forks, the frame are 








massive. Yet the geometry is so spot 
on that the motorcycle feels light. I 
wouldn't hesitate to take it on short 
errands or push it around the garage. 

So I borrowed it for a run down to 
Indianapolis to watch the mile dirt 
track National race. 

Rolling through Illinois on Hwy 
94 there are six or seven two-bit toll 
Stops to interrupt my concentration 
on the pleasures of flying low through 
the summer of middle America on 
the latest in U.S. motorcycle technol- 
ogy. Technology, I reflect, is more 
than just turbos and diodes. Its high- 
est, most subtle form is the molecular 
composition of materials—how do 
you harden the steel just right so that 
the mating molecules live a long, 
hard working life? Just below that is 
the technology of developing mod-

ern engine performance out of an 
ancient design. We are currently wit- 
nessing a comeback of the venerable 
V-twin engine. Harley-Davidson has 
been perfecting theirs all along. They 
are presently the leader in applied 
V-twin technology, as the factory rac- 
ing team proved when they won the 
Indy National on their sophisticated 
750 XRs. 

Harley advertising has been mostly 
the stuff that stops when the green 
flag drops. I know this has turned off 
a lot of Cycle News readers. Only 
three percent of you admit that you 
own Harleys. You don't have to prove 
how manly or patriotic you are. That 
is not what we buy our motorcycles 
for. Fortunately, there are better rea- 
sons for having a Harley in your col- 
lection. Unless you plan to race fool-

ishly on the public street, this new 
'Tour Glide probably will do every- 
thing you demand of a road-going 
motorcycle. 

If our test Tour Glide is typical, 
and I think it is, Harleys no longer 
leak oil, vibrate excessively, or break 
down. The oilbath enclosed drive 
chain actually lengthens the life of 
the wheel bearing they say, and lives 
twice as long without attention. 

The big engine turns only 2,500 
times per minute at 55 mph and only 
4,000 at 85. Harley management has 
decided to retain the 85 mph speedo, 
even though they aren't required to. 
It is a moot decision, but one that 
indicates they know the road rider's 
real needs. 

The fiberglass fairing and saddle- 
bags are cases in point. I don’t think 
H-D Motor Co. owns a wind tunnel. 
These smartly finished items are 
designed in the real world of blasts 
from passing 18-wheelers and Texas 
blue northers, and real rain. It is faint 
praise to say they work the best since, 





like their limited racing effort, nobody 
else’s comes close, although some are 
getting there. 

Our test Tour Glide was the bare- 
bones model. Although it will cost you 
more than the nearest competing 


import that comes gadget laden, you 
will have to fork over extra cash for 


the gas gauge, radio, tool kit, sad- 
dlebag liners, tour trunk, etc. ad 
infinitum. If you need them. The dif- 
ference with the Harley is, you are 
getting the best in an uninterrupted 
line of V-twin technology, twin head- 
lights, and the safest heavy duty cycle 
in the business.

Gordon Bowden 


He’s Irish, he’s the Amateur 
Senior National Champion, 
and he has 20 years of moto- 
cross under his kidney belt

Gordon Bowden has redefined the term 
“veteran” in the sport of motocross. In cur- 
rent times, a rider who has seen three or four 
seasons go by may be regarded as an aging 


soldier. Bowden, at the age of 
36, is about ready to complete 
his twentieth season of compe- 
tition, and 1982 will beremem- 


bered as a highlight year. He domi- 
nated the first running of the Senior 
class Amateur National Champion- 
ship at Loretta Lynn's Dude Ranch 
in Tennessee during the early part of 
August. Three motos were averaged 
to decide the title. Bowden isn't too 
concerned with the two runaway wins 
he posted. It was his fourth place fin- 
ish he is proud of. 

“In the second moto I crashed. I 
slid out on the first lap in front of every- 
body," said Bowden in his stock Irish 
accent. "I started dead last, and I 
heard Larry Maiers (the announcer) 
say how it was a shame because I had 
won the first moto. When I got up I 
saw the pack going around the first 
turn, everyone was going out of sight. 
Then I thought never, ever give up. 
That's a lesson I learned a long time 
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ago, no matter how hopeless it looks. 
I came from dead last and passed 36 
people to place fourth. That's what 
won the championship. I'm more 
proud of that than the other two 
moto wins, or anything else I've ever 
done. I proved to myself that I really 
wanted to win that race and that you 
should never give up, you should 
always keep going.” 

Bowden's racing began in Ireland, 
his native country. He dedicated him- 
self to the sport at 16, and began rac- 
ingon the hilly countryside his coun- 
try offers. "When we raced in Ireland, 
you learned to be conservative around 
corners. You just didn't overshoot 
stuff like the kids do nowadays. If you 
did, you might end up falling down a 
drop-off. One time we thought one of 
my friends was dead. He dropped off 
the edge of the track, fell about 100 
feet, and ended up going through the 
thatched roof on a house. Luckily he 
was OK."

sixties weren't as kind to his body as 
the bikes of today, and the MX pro- 
grams at that time didn't offer any 
relief. "Most of the races I did well in 
had a finishing time of 60 minutes 
plus. The main event of the day was 
always an hour. I was never the 
National Champion. I led the series 
in, I believe, '68 and '69. At every 
National you'd run four or five qual- 
ifying heats to make the 40 rider 
final. You had to be on form each 
week or you didn't ride."

Bowden spent some time in Eng- 
land and came away with a British 
indoor speedway title. “Indoor speed- 
way was like indoor short track. They 
did it to get interest in racing going 
in the winter when most racing besides 
motocross was discontinued. They 
had hoped the speedway and grass 
track riders would do really well, but 
they forgot about motocrossers. I was 
lucky enough to take the champion- 
ship in '73. The speedway riders were 
used to shale and big motorcycles 
only, not the 175’s. It was run on a 
polished concrete floor. You could 
slide if you had to, but the trick was 
not to slide. I'd seen 'em do short 
track in America in ’71, and I knew 
how to get around fast.” 

A career is made of highs and lows. 
However, one particular day played 
over and over again in Gordon's 
head. ''I was over here in '71, riding 
works Sprites. I broke down about 
one motoat every race because I had a 
lot of development work to do. I 
finally got the motorcycle sorted out 
and when I got to Daytona (for the 


first-ever Supercross there) I was pretty 
hopeful. I had practiced hard, I had 
trained hard, and I really thought I 
had a chance. I turned quicker lap 
times than anyone, but in both motos 
I got knocked down in the first turn. 
My bike was slow, and I got wiped 
out. It's been on my mind all this 
time. In racing you can go to the 
track and you know you're faster 
than anybody, you're in better shape, 
and the motorcycle's working well, 
but you just don't win. My Amateur 
National title finally made up for 
that day." 

The English-made Sprite, which 
was marketed in America as the Amer- 
ican Eagle, was a big part of Bowden's 
permanent move to America. “Sprite 
basically copied the Husqvarna 
engine. We found out Husky didn't 
have a patent on their engine so we 
used the same design. At the time, 
Sprite exported more motorcycles than 
any other British company, more 
than BSA, more than Triumph, more 
than Norton. When American Eagle 
in America went bankrupt, our top 
quality control suffered immensely. 
Sprite lost millions of dollars and it 
ruined the company. 

“T was like part of the family at 
Sprite. When I left Ireland I moved in. 
at the Sprite factory and did every- 
thing they did. Sprite sent me over to 
America in 1971 to ride the Florida 
Winter Series and to eliminate some 
of the problems with the motorcycle. 
I enjoyed it so much I stayed nearly a 
year. They told me to come home but 
I didn't want to. In fact, I turned 
down several rides that year with 
BSA, Maico and Kawasaki. Kawasaki 
offered me the bike Brad Lackey 
eventually started riding. It was their 
first motocrosser, but we couldn't 
agree on terms. I had a verbal agree- 
ment with Sprite, and I stand on my 
word. If I tell someone I'll do some- 
thing, I'll do it. Kawasaki wanted me 
to make a competitive machine with 
$3,000, and I told them I couldn't do 
it and stayed with Sprite. I couldn't 
stand to go back and live in England. 
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America had so much to a aes 


big city life to quiet country life. A 
while later I came over for good.”’ 

The thrill isn’t always there for 
Bowden anymore. He wants to keep 
racing, but with a new perspective. 
“Tve been riding most weekends for 
20 years, and I’m not as keen about it, 
I don't enjoy it as much anymore. I 
want to go to different places and 
meet different people. I don't want to 
back off and go to the B classes if Ido 
race, because I’m an A rider. 

“T’ve learned to (water) ski a little, I 
‘really enjoy that. I'm also dabbling 
in Jet Skiing, and I'd like to learn to 
do that a little bit better. These are 
things I never got to do as a kid. I was 
too dedicated back then, plus in Ire- 
land and England there weren't as 
many opportunities to do those 
things. I want to learn to do some of 
the things all the kids over here can 
do so well.” 

Bowden’s been racing for a long 
time, and one thing he learned along 
the way is to take care of one’s spon- 
sors. They aren’t that easy to come by 
anymore and Gordon wanted to make 
sure everyone knows who’s behind 
his effort. “Coliseum Cycle in Char- 
lotte backs me. It’s Steve Hill’s place, 
and you'll never find a nicer guy. 
Steve tries his hardest to help every- 
one. There's not a kid who comes in 
that shop who he won't try and do 
something for. I appreciate the help 
he's given me. Having sponsors who 
care is what makes it worthwhile. I 
greatly appreciate all the help I've 
received through the years, from all 
the folks who cared about my racing.”

Outside of racing, Bowden has 
devoted a big chunk of time to his 
career; he’s a manufacturing engi- 


neer at Garlock Precision Seal. “I’ve - 


been there for about six years and I 
really enjoy it. It’s given me a whole 
new lease on life. You wouldn’t believe 
the engineering technology that I’m 
learning. Learning how to inject 
rubber is a whole new education. I 
hope it’s going to be a future for me. 
They are really good to me about rac- 
ing, and I’m probably going to go 
back to school to learn some more 
skills." 

Racing, in any form, is haked 
together by moments of success. 
Bowden still remembers the high- 
light of his career. The year was 1970, 
and the place was England, in the 
Midlands. Bowden didn’t even win 
that day, but he did win a battle— 
over the best there was at that time. 
“The most rewarding experience. I 
ever had was beating Jeff Smith when 
he was World Champion. Jeff Smith 
was renowned for making a last lap 
dash. He’d ride seven laps behind the 
leader and on the last lap he’d pass. 
He’d do it week after week, month 
after month, he’s won World Cham- 
pionships like that, he’s a tactician. I 
admire him a lot. 

“Basically, the race went down to 
the last lap dash. I knew exactly what 
Jeff was going to do — on the last lap 
he was going to go for it. I paced 
myself, and on the last lap I was also 
going to go for it. Chris Horsefield (a 
works CZ rider at the time) figured 
the same thing. The three of us went 
wide open on the last lap. Chris was 
leading, I was second and Smith was 
third. We came to the finish and 
Smith closed on me and I closed on 
Horsefield and it was a mad dash to 
the finishing line. Horsefield got 
completely twisted and hit me and 
knocked. me over to the side. He 
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endoed across the finish line to win it 
and I was second and Smith was 


` third. I was more than delighted to 


stay ahead of him. I didn't hold him 


back—I just made an effort at the: 


same time he did. Had Horsefield not 
screwed up I would have won, but 
anyway, I beat Jeff Smith. I didn't do 
it anymore after that.”

When you've been riding moto- 
cross for 20 years, it gives you time to 
form opinions on the sport. Bowden 
related his feelings on the new AMA 
Grand National Championship MX 
program for '83. “I’m all for it. I'm 
all for when all the guys get out and 
race on equal machinery. Being from 
Europe, I've seen a lot of World 
Championship racing. I'm proud of 
what Brad Lackey has done. Some 
guys don't like it, they say he lucked 
into it, but no way! He's World 
Champion, the best rider in the world! 
He took ten years to get it, he deserves 
it. Some say Bob Hannah or so and so 
can beat him. No! No one can beat 
him, he's World Champion, the best. 

"We have riders over here who 
develop themselves until they are a 
one-two-five or a 250 champion, and 
they don't look any further. The 
World Championship is the ultimate, 
to get to the top of your country and 
then move on to be a World Cham- 
pion. Every professional rider's goal 
should be to be the World Cham- 
pion. The new program may prompt 
some of the guys to go for it. They'll 
realize they're the top rider in the 
country or in the top group of riders, 
and they'll go to Europe." 

Had he been born ten years later, 
Gordon figures it would have been a 
whole different story. "I was very 


dedicated when I was younger and : 


Im happy with what I've accom- 
plished, but given a different set of 
circumstances it would be different. 
Even today, if I put my mind to it, I 
can still ride very quickly. I don't 
think there are many 36-year-old rid- 
ers who want to ride as fast as I do. If 
the clock was turned back ten years, 
I'd be giving some people some serious 
trouble.”

Getting your head right—that's 
what Bowden claims is the biggest 
factor in being a winner. He's been 
doing it for years, and plans to help 
others learn his tricks. It's his way of 
giving back part of what he has been 
given through two decades of racing. 
"It's not over, there's always some- 
thing I'll want to do with motorcy- 
cles. 1got a lot out of it, and I want to 
put something back in. I try to work 
with some of the kids in my area. 
There are a lot of kids in North 
Carolina who are awfully quick, and 
a little bit of direction might make 
the difference. between becoming a 
National Champion or backing off 
when they're almost there. Winning 
takes a lot of determination, and I 
know all about that." e

Hill wins little and big 
at Jackrabbits H&H

POTOSI MTN., CA, OCT. 31 
Vegas Cycle/Suzuki-sponsored 
Billy Hill made a little history as 
he scored the overall win on his 
Suzuki RM125 at the Jackrab- 


bits Halloween Hare and Hound. 
Only a handful of people have scored 
the overall in a major desert race on a 
small-bore and Hill joins an elite 
crowd that includes such greats as 
Jack Johnson, Larry Roeseler and 
Tom Brooks. Hill finished the 80 
mile point-to-point event in less than 
an hour and 45 minutes, some two 
minutes ahead of first Open Expert 
Anthony Pasqualotto. Tony's class 
win again puts him narrowly in front 
of Vegas Cycle teammate Jack John- 
son, who was away in Mexico win- 
ning the SCORE Baja 1000. 

The start line was in a festive mood 
as many of the racers, along with 
most of the Jackrabbits M.C., had 
dressed for the occasion. Riders were 
dressed as headless horsemen, dirty 
old men, witches and ghouls. Even 
eventual winner Hill had a rubber 
mask taped to the back of his helmet. 


Anthony Pasqualotto pulled into a 
strong lead ahead of Mike Ewy until 
his 490cc Maico seized. The air was 
cool and damp from a heavy Satur- 
day downpour, so seizure took its toll 
among the field all day. Bill took over 
the lead shortly before the first alter- 
nate gas and never looked back. 


Hill led the pack through the first 
main gas with Larry McCall (Hus) 
running.a close second. Mike Ewy 
held onto third with Glen Wisch- 
meyer, Larry Job and Bobby David- 
son locked in a fierce battle for the 
top 250 spot. Danny Anderson, aboard 
a Husky 250 was in the hunt also 
until a broken throttle cable ended 
his day. 


By the second gas Billy Hill had a 
comfortable lead with McCall still in 
second. Glenn Wischmeyer had shak- 
en his competition for the moment 
and had a slender lead in the 250cc 
class at third overall. Tony Pasqua- 
lotto had his Maico re-started and 
was cutting through the pack. The 
final checkpoint was only 11 miles 
from the finish and Billy Hill crossed 
the final road with a good two and a 
half minute lead on second place, a 
charging Pasqualotto. McCall had 
dropped back to third with Wisch- 
meyer, Job and Davidson still only 
seconds apart. 


A short 20 minutes later Billy 
crossed the finish line with his first 
overall desert victory in his racing 
career. Pasqualotto rolled.in two 
minutes later with second overall, 
first Open Expert. Third overall was 
.. McCall. This was a strong finish for 
McCall, who was riding his first race 
in over five years after suffering a 
serious leg and knee injury in a race. 

The dogfight for the top 250cc spot 
ended with Davidson passing both 
Job and Wischmeyer in the last 11 
miles for the win. Bobby had been 
playing catch up since the first gas 
when he tried to pit at the wrong 
truck and dropped his gas cap in the 
dirt. Job (Hus), Glen Wischmeyer 
(Hus) Ewy (Mai), Steve “Banzai” 
Beck (Hon), Darrel Folks (Hus) and 
Art Lanier (Hon) rounded out the 10. 

First Amateur was Jim Thompson 
(KTM) and Ron Hibbard topped 
Class 30. Trophy Queen at the finish 
line was Ron “Limp Wrist" Loomis 
in full drag. Loomis offered his body 





to the first overall for the night. 
Second overall would get two nights.

Keyes comeback 
at Canyon

PHOENIX, AZ, OCT. 31 

Rincon Racing’s Scott Keyes 
came back in style after weeks 
of recuperating from a fractured 
collarbone to take the 125cc 


Amateur Stock class. The class was 
filled with comebacks, most notably 
Mark Lucas, who took second overall 
to Keyes, but won the Modified class 
easily, sans Keyes and Doug Butcher.

Keyes said before the race that the 
whoops were going to be a problem 
for him because of his shoulder and it 
was evident that they were during the 
race. Butch pulled up to him each 
time they hit the two sets on Canyon’s 
long track, but Keyes stayed ahead by 
nailing it on the straights. 

As if trying to catch Keyes wasn’t 
enough, Butch found Lucas breathing 
down his neck. After a few laps, 
Lucas gathered all of his Suzuki's 
power and passed Butch on the 
straight. Next, he set his sights on 
Keyes, but the leader just kept pul- 
ling away on the straights. But the 
whoops had been Keyes’ problem the 
whole race and, with three laps to go, 
Lucas took the inside and Keyes the 
outside. Lucas then set the pace to the 
checkered. 

When the gate dropped for the 
second moto, Keyes made it there first 
again, this time with Dallas Brown 
behind. By lap two, Watkins and 
Lucas had gotten ahead of Brown 
and a few turns later Butch got him 
too. 

The only thing that changed dur- 
ing the next couple of laps was the 


distance between the top four riders. 
By the midpoint of the race Butch had 
left Watkins to pick up his bike on 
the whoops and started to pressure 
Lucas. 

With two laps left, the Kawasaki 
rider blasted by Lucas up Suicide hill 
and kept ahead just enough so that 
high-flying Lucas wouldn't land on 
him. While the battle was going on 
for second, Keyes made sure he set his 
own. pace ahead of them. Lucas 
slipped back by on the uphill when 
Butch bogged, just in time for the 
checkered.

The 1982 National Motosports 
Association Fall Nationals 


started off on the Indian Dunes 
International track and all of 
the factory teams were present with 
their 1983 machinery. Valencia resi- 
dent Bob Moore was on his home 
track and he rode his 1983 Yamaha 
YZ80s to two major wins in the 80 
Modified 12 and over Expert and 
105cc classes. Larry Brooks took his 
1983 R&D/Suzuki RM80 to first in 
the 80cc Stock. 12 and over Expert 
event. NMA Grand National Cham- 
pion Paul Denis of Kawasaki took a 
second in the Stock event and that 
was his top score as a derailed chain 
anda cooling system breakdown shot 
him down in other competition. 

Kicking off the exciting Expert 
competition was the 80cc Modified 
event. Denis showed just why he has 
the number one plate as he took the 
holeshot. Moore was charging behind 
him but never in line to take over the 
lead. Mouse McCoy was flying on his 
new Honda and held third place 
until he bailed extremely hard on the 
score tower stretch that included a 
very difficult series of whoops. With 
McCoy down on the track, Kyle Lewis 
of Team Green took over third place. 
San Diego rider Todd Hoover placed 
fourth. 

Denis was looking confidently to- 
ward winning the final event. The 
gate dropped and all soared success- 
fully to the first turn with the excep- 
tional of Denis. His Kawasaki threw 
its chain and Paul didn't get under- 
way till therace was half over. Moore 
went on to win the race with Lewis 
taking second and Honda aces Mike 
Healey and McCoy following. A 2-1 
tally earned Moore the big win over 
Lewis, Hoover, Dennis Parker and 
Bryan Bruner who came from Arizona. 

Bruner was a Jeff Ward lookalike 
as herode a Kawasaki with a number 
11 plate. Bruner had a fantastic start 
in the first moto of the 80cc Stock 
Expert class. He soon dropped back 
and it was Denis who grabbed the 
lead. Brooks wanted to win just as 
much and he made a winning pass in 
the corner adjacent to the score tower. 
Moore came through the finish line 
in third ahead of Healey and Parker. 

In the final event Brook took an 
early lead and. made Denis scheme 
from behind. Those two finished that 
way with Moore, Healey and McCoy 
coming closest. A perfect 1-1 tally pre- 
sented Brooks the top trophy over 
Denis, Moore, Healey and McCoy. 

The 105cc race was perhaps the 
best race with the top name Expert 
riders involved. The opening moto 
saw some back and forth passing and 
nobody had the race wired. Taking 
the better start was Moore followed 
by Denis and Healey. Then Healey 
blasted by the leaders to take over first 
place. It wasn't long before Denis 
picked up the pace and passed Healey 
on the whoops by the score tower and 
was in command of the race over 
Moore, Healey, Lewis and McCoy.

A hard ride and a good break gave 
Moore the overall win over Healey, 
McCoy, Bruner and Brundage. 

Canyon Country is where many 
fast Honda racers reside. Not only 
does Supercross champion Donnie 
Hansen live there but so do Mini rac- 
ers McCoy and Ronnie Densford. 


Today was a great one tor Densford 
as he swept both the 80cc Stock and 
Modified 9-11 Novice events. In the 
first Stock race it was Honda 1-2 as 
Densford had the lead over Jimmy 
“Monkey” Button. Then Button fell 
out of the race and Steven Kotajarvi 
took over. Densford had the lead in 
the final race with Button in second 
until Kotajarvi moved up to take 
second with Richard Saxton landing 
third. Overall it was Densford, Kota- 
jarvi and Saxton. 

Densford had to overcome Honda 
teammate Jason “Snake” Collier in 
the 80cc Modified 9-11 Novice first 
round. He got by Jason for the win 
and returned for the final and found 
winning to be easy. Officially Dens- 
ford won overall with Sean Blan- 
chard taking second with a consistent 
pair of thirds. Gary Trachy placed 
third ahead of Collier and Shawn 
Bates.

Moen Massacres 
S.I.R. Challenge 
MX

Seattle area sand specialist Tom 
Moen put his Seattle Honda 
Yamaha into the winner's cir- 
cle at round five of the North- 
west Challenge series today which is 
sponsored by Wrangler, Pepsi, Scott 
USA and the American Motorcyclist 
Association. A $15,000 dollar series 
payoff makes this series one of the 
richest this season. 

Moen copped two overalls with a 
2-1 score in both the 250cc and Open 
Pro classes. Teammate Cory Klaudt 
took the 125cc Pro class convincingly 
with 1-1 scores over Robb Manning 
(Hon) and Stacy Thornton (Suz). 

Good battles all season long have 
occured in the Mini Expert class at 
S.I.R. One notably fast rider is Larry 
Ward on a Team Green Kawasaki 
ride, who has come a long way to the 
top. Ward put his KX into the lead 
both grueling motos to stun a fine 
field of fast Experts, nabbing the first 
moto win over Tommy Judge (Yam) 
and Oren Bray. Ward was out to do 
the same and handily succeeded at 
the start of moto two, moving into a 
lead all to himself as Judge rode in 
second over a John Sowards/ Jeff 
Brown battle for third. Ward went 
across the line for the win over Judge 
(2-2) and Sowards (6-3). 

It was a yellow flash coming into 
turn one of the first 250cc Pro moto, 
followed by a trio of Kawasakis that 
would hound Moen all day. Team- 
mate Klaudt (Seattle Hon/Yam), 
Logan Edrington (Tacoma Kaw) and 
Tim Olson (Kaw) stayed with Moen 
until Klaudt took over the lead witha 
banzai pass, leading Moen to the 
finish. 

The second moto again saw Moen 
leave the pack to knock themselves 
silly over top positions on the unbe- 
lievably gnarly track. You would 
have to see S.I.R.’s killer double 
downhills to believe it. The entire 
section is laced with boulders and it is 
a long way to the bottom. There are 
also whoops all the way around, 
which makes for some good racing. 

First moto winner Klaudt got two 
laps down after problems and was 
working through a deficit while Moen 
motored to the flag, followed by the 
green trio of Ed.ington, Stan Lund 
(Kaw) and Olson. Moen took the 
overall (2-1) over Edrington’s 3-2 tally 
and Klaudt (1-6). 

Stacy Thornton (Bellevue Suz) led 
the 11 rider 125cc Pro class into the 
whoops, followed by some heavy 
competition in the form of Klaudt 
(Hon), Manning (Totem Hon/Hi- 
Point/American Honda), Lance 
Richotte (Enumclaw Suz) and Mark 
White (Suz). Klaudt left it wide open 
to take the lead and Manning offer- 
ed chase. Klaudt took a decisive win 
over Manning, Thornton, Richotte 
and Jayme Nickle (Yam). 


Moto two ended up Richotte's way, 
but only off the line as Klaudt was 
quick to launch off the ledge and take 
over for the lead. Rival Manning 
DNF, letting Thornton ride in Man- 
nings demise with Richotte running 
third. Ted Pinkman (Yam) rode in 
the fourth spot for a while until get- 
ting nabbed by White late in the 
moto. Richotte looked most impres- 
sive, but let the win slip from his 
hands when Klaudt and Thornton 
got by with three laps to go, which 
was the hardest Klaudt worked for a 
win in the series. Klaudt scored 
another 1-1 over Thornton's 3-2 and 
Richotte's 4-3. 

Manning led the first Open Pro 
outing off the line and into the battle- 
field on his 480cc Honda powerhouse, 
but DNF the last lap which saw “Mad 
Mike" Mohrbacher take his Husky to 
a moto win over second place Moen. 
Moen took the moto two honors to 
win over Mohrbacher and Manning. 

This is the last MX race we will be 
covering in Washington, ending an 
era that began in 1977. We've enjoyed 
seeing riders such as Manning, Billy 
Joyce, Pat Jacobson, Mark Gregson 
and the Larsons come up through the 
ranks, so thanks for all the good times.

Idaho's Ron Dillion took the 
overall and Open Expert win 
at the 13th annual High Desert 
100 in Bend, Oregon, with little 
trouble.

However, 
as the course turned towards the Pine 
Forest, Dillion made no mistakes as 
the top 10 riders juggled positions in 
the tight trails, full of downed trees 
made slippery by recent rains. There 
were also numerous trees ranging 
from 18 to 25 inches apart, scattered 
all along the course — just to keep 
things interesting. As the riders fin- 
ished, it looked as everyone of the 
290-plus entries had crashed several 
times. Bent handlebars, broken levers 
and torn jerseys were the order of the 
day. 

'The course length was without a 
doubt a factor in how the riders fin- 
ished. With two separate loops of 52 
and 53 miles, riders were subject to 
the decision of getting gas at the 30- 
mile checkpoints and losing time, or 
chancing it. Quite of few made the 
wrong decision. 

For Bill Dowers, that decision cost 
him a chance of winning as he and 
close friend Dillion came racing across 
the desert floor. With the pits in 
sight, Dowers came to a stop in a 
draw within one mile of the pits, out 
of gas. By the time his dad got gas to 
Dowers, Dillion was long gone. 

Dillion was duely happy at the fin- 
ish of Oregon's largest desert race. 
After last year's narrow loss to Brad 
Turnidge, winning it this year was 
probably his most satisfying win. His 
only remark was “The bike worked 
great, and I made no mistakes, except 
for a few small crashes.”
